lodge of New York City which 
owns the original.

WASHINGTON C5>) — The 


Eisenhower administ ration 
apparently has 
turned 


thumbs down on proposals 
for a sizeable increase in for- 
mer President Truman's $46,- 
296,000,000 military spending 
program. 


Informed members of congress 


interpreted Secretary of Defense 
Wilson's statement Friday—that 
there will be no boost in the Tru- 
man defense budget—as ruling out 
recommendations left on President 
Eisenhower's desk when Truman 
quit the White House. 


Involved Boost 


As described by the legislators, 


these recommendations involved a 
several billion dollar boost in de- 
fense spending in the two yeais 
beginning July 1. Their disclosure 
recently to a group of congression- 
al White House visitors caused 
some leaders to comment publicly 
at the time that the military pic- 
ture was "grim." 


The national security council is 


reported to have approved the pro- 
posed additions, but Truman was 
said to have taken no action on 
them in his final days in office, 
>eavmg the decision to Elsenhow- 
er. 


Lawmakers f*id it was their 


understanding the added money 
would be used to rescind stretch- 
out orders in particularly critical 
items, such as the new B52 jet 
bombers. 


Wilson did not discuss these 


recommendations at his news con- 
ference Friday nor did he view the 
military picture as particularly 
grim. 


Should Not Fear 


He said he wishes the country 


were better prepared than it is, 
but he commented: "I don't think 
any of us should lay awake nights 
for fear we are going to b« blasted 
into eternity tomorrow morning." 


Still, he added, it might be well 


to "keep in a reasonable position 
to meet the Maker." 


Wilson said he believes reduc- 


tions can be made in manpower 
and spending without weakening 
combat strength. He forecast a 
reduction by July 1 of the 3'/4 mil- 
lion persons now in uniform.

observers sifting recent So- 
viet moves today reported en- 
couraging signs of a new con- 
ciliatory Russian attitude to- 
ward the West. The feeling 
was heightened by a Kremlin 
promise of immediate action 
toward freeing British civilian 
prisoners in North, Korea. 


The promise was made by Soviet 


Foreign Minister Vyacheslav Moll 
otov and announced Friday night 
by the British Foreign Office. Al- 
though the Foreign Office warned 
against premature optimism, the 
Soviet move followed two oilier, 
developments that foreign diplo- 
mats in Moscow said could have 
a profound impact on world peace.-

bustle into the home offering al 
most all the pleasures, and none 
of the back talk, of a high-salaried 
chef. 


They will cook your dinner 


while you shop, wash and dry the 
dishes, barbecue a turkey, and 
have a piping hot cup of coffee 
ready when you come down for 
breakfast. 
They even add 
e.>o 


citement with colored lights that 
flash heat signals. About the only 
convenience new stoves don't offer 
is an automatic scrubber for dirty 
pots and pans. 


A spectacular performance, for 


example, is put on by one gleam- 
ing new gas range which operates 
on liquified petroleum if a city gas 
main isn't available. An automatic 
ignition and timer turns the oven 
on and off if you want dinner to be 
cooking while you stump for your 
favorite cause. 


After dinner, a stainless steel 


automatic dishwasher, glides out 
from inside the stove at the tug of 
a finger. Double hoses pull out, 
one to be attached to the kitchen 
sink faucet to fill the washer, the 
other to drain dirty dishwater, via 
a pump, into the sink. An electric 
cord unwinds to be plugged into 
an outlet. Water pressure is built 
up by the pump in the washer. 


A heating unit builds* up water 


tcmpeiature so that the final rinse 
is a sterilizing 190 degrees. When 
the cycle is finished, the lid pops 
up and dishes are ready to be put 
away. A small cup in the machine 
automatically dispenses a water- 
softening agent which helps to 
avoid stieaks on glasses and china. 


Another new stove combines gas 


and electricity to provide greater 
variety in cooking. A removable 
electric spit fits in one oven so that 
meat can be barbecued while the 
rest of the dinner bakes in the other 
oven. 


An electronic eye takes ovei 


pot-watching choies on an all- 
electric range. The makers claim 
that even if the pot boils dry the 
food won't burn, thanks to auto- 
matic tempeiature control. 
This 


range also boasts a top burner 
that gets red hot in 30 seconds. 


Five different colored lights on 


the heat controls tell you at a 
glance whether a burner is sim- 
mering (blue) or boiling (red). 
There is, however, no colored light 
to flash your temperature if the 
family is 20 minutes late for a 
souffle supper. 


Ready to take over the cooking 


chores for a. big dinner party is a 
super-streamlined electric 
range 


which can turn out a meal for 20 
people with its extra-large oven. 
Another innovation is a plug-in 
electnc element which converts 
the deep-well cooker on the stove 
into a thermostatically controlled 
deep-fat fryer. 


Both these ranges, as well as 


many others, have the automatic 
appliance timer that clicks on the 
electric percolator at any time you 
set. 


Lining up all cooking operations 


at easy-lo-i each waist level is one 
of the reasons for the growing 
popularity of decentralized stoves. 
Ovens are built into the wall or 
storage cabinet at the height you 
like and counter-top burner units 
can be placed wherever you choose. 
One new counter-top gas 
unit 


builds the broiler in beside the 
burneis. 


When the broiler is in use, it's 


safely enclosed in aluminum and 
stainless steel. A handle on the 
front of Uie unit raises the lid so 
that meat can be forked out with- 
out danger of singeing fingers.

Today Gas and Electric Ranges Can Operate 
Your Modern Kitchen by Doing Host of Jobs 


Out of the innards of this new gas range wheels an automatic dishwasher to clean up the dishes after 
dinner. The hose in the model's hand attaches to the kitchen faucet; the other drains dishwater into 
the sink after dishes are washed. 
The dishwasher has a pump to regulate water pressure, and a 


heating unit to regulate water temperature. The stove has an oven with automatic ignition and tinier. 


Clothes Dryers Not Hard 
On Garments? Test Shows 


URBANA — When the winter 


winds blow and the Monday wash 
stiffens on the line, many a home- 
maker thinks longingly of a clothes 
dryer. 


Recent tests comparing the ef- 


ficiency of outdoor drying and 
automatic drying show that the 
dryer 
excels, in 
many ways 


Clothes dried in the dryer held 
their colors better and faded less 
than those dried outside. White 
clothes dried in the dryer 50 limes 
were as white as those dried out- 
side. 


The dryer is not haid on clothes, 


according to the tests. 
Sheets, 


shirts, cotton dresses and similar 
goods lost less tensile strength in 
the dryer than those dried out- 
doors. However, items with con- 
siderable nap, such as terry cloth 
towels, lost „ slightly more tensile 
stiength when dried in the drier 
than when dried outdoors.

Fabrics that were 
apt to shrink—cotton knits, towels, 
diapeis and loosely woven fabacs, 
for example—shrank slightly more 
in the dryer when they were al- 
lowed to dry completely.

Seed Catalogs Offer Treats 
New to Man Awaiting Spring

The arrival of the new seed and 


nursery catalogs is indeed wel- 
come, because each one gives de- 
scriptions of new plants available 
to the gaidener. Many of the new- 
comers are annuals and perennials 
which merit consideration. There 
are also several flowering shrubs 
offered that would enhance the 
beauty of the springtime garden. 


While the descriptions seem al- 


most as highly colored as the il- 
lustrations, most of us will probab- 
ly add some new varieties to our 
gardens. 


Since many gardeners wish to

The old-fashioned fragrant flow-

: Bullets and UN Investigation Might 
: 
End Red Jet Attacks 


1 
The American and British planes shot down by Com- 


munist jets are not the accidental victims of a few trigger- 
happy Red pilots. Moscow does not operate so casually. 
* 
The attacks were coldly, deliberately planned, of course. 


The resulting loss of British lives is of no consequence to 
the Russians, since they have always approached the busi- 
ness of killing with a fine professional detachment. Our pro- 
tests naturally were foredoomed. 
- 
Apparently the Kremlin had two chief purposes in or- 


dering these attacks. At this moment Malenkov, the new 
premier, Molotov, Beria, Bulganin and their close supporters 
are deeply concerned with the task of cementing popular feel- 
ing behind this ruling clique that has succeeded Stalin. Inci- 
dents which can be blown up as "war scares" for domestic 
consumption help to produce solidarity. 


• 
Secondly, Moscow undoubtedly has read carefully all 


the free world's speculation about what the new regime 
means. The denizens of the rKemlin realize that until they 
do things in their own right, they are riding on Stalin's repu- 
tation. 


Among other traits, Stalin had a reputation for being 


tough. The merest mention of his name chilled many a heart 
across the world. It would be no help to Russia's undimin- 
ished ambition of conquest if the new gang were to be re- 
garded as "soft." 


So, right off, Malenkov and Co. have acted to show the 


world they, too, are tough. The brazen assaults by Red jets 
are supposed to say: "We're hard as nails. So don't get any 
fancy ideas." 


Now, 
plainly the Russians are not going to reform in 


these matters. We can protest until doomsday without ef- 
fect. But it is imperative that we find some compelling 
means of stopping this tragic loss of western lives and equip- 
ment. We've done enough unwitting service of the Soviet 
propaganda machine. 
»

* 


Certainly our planes ought to be allowed to shoot back 


when any Russian aircraft comes menacingly close. Indeed, 
they could justifiably shoot first at any plane which violates 
Allied zonal borders in Germany or Austria, or western soil 
anywhere else in Europe. Border incidents do not provoke 
wars the way they once^did, and are unlikely to do so in such 
cases as these. 


For another thing, a protest delivered with documented 


detail before the United Nations might have an impact that 
our direct protests to Moscow clearly cannot have. The Rus- 
sians would reply with their customary fake countercharges. 
But it would be interesting to see how their story would stand 
up against such hard facts as the downing of an American 
plane 15 miles inside Allied territory. 


Bullets, -which the Communists always understand, and 


real embarrassment before the world, which can genuinely 
affect Soviet policy, are two possible aids in a phase of the 
cold war that seems almost to defy solution. It is hard to see 
what else would probe the turtle's armor of the Kremlin's 
coldblooded cynics.

When you find that you 
have to borrow make a point of re 
turning or paying back promptly.

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Stalin's Death Caught American Propaganda Forces Off Guard 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Russian 
Premier 
Stalin's 


death has given the United States one of the best oppor- 
tunities it has ever had for waging its cold war of words 
against Communism. 


While the Russians are confused and off balance, the 


Eisenhower administration has its big chance to strike 
effective blows for its new and more dynamic foreign 
policy. 


The first test, however, found th« psychological war- 


fare forces not fully prepared for action. A lot of big 
and little shots were routed out of bed in th« middle ,of 
the night. There was a lot of strategy conferring by the 
dawn's early light. 


What came out, however, was neither new, dynamic 


nor aggressive. President Eisenhower'* own statement 
was in the best taste—a mild expression of sympathy for 
the Soviet people. It could hardly have been anything 
else. ' 


A violent call upon the Soviet and satellite peoples to 


throw off their yoke of Communism might have been in 
keeping with some of the political campaign speeches 
made by his supporters. They urged then an 
made by his supporters. They urged then an end of the 
policy of mere containment. 
They demanded a new 


policy of liberation for the captive peoples of Communism. 


A statement of that kind from th* head of the United 


States government would hav* been the wrong thing. At 
the correct moment Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, the author of thia new policy, and all other State 
Department officials were therefore silent.

MASTER PLAN HAD TO BE MID ASIDE 


It turned out that there was a "master plan" of 


American propaganda for us* in CM* Premier fttalin 


lost his power. 
This plan had been developed in the 


State Department. It was pulled out for use, but the 
angle of Stalin losing his power through illness had not 
been foreseen. So the plan was laid aside while the 
news remained uncertain. A secret document, it will be 
utilized more as the news develops. 


Down at the working staff level of department heads 


and bureau chiefs, there were just as many conferences 
about what to do as there were at the top. Some of the 
lower-drawer bureaucrats just sat around waiting for di- 
rectives from higher-ups, but others produced. 


From one planning staff came a conclusion that thia 


was a big opportunity. Here was the chance to throw 
at the Communist world all the proposed settlements of 
differences in a new peace drive. 


It might include: The plan for international control 


of atomic energy and the world limitation of armaments; 
the late Sen. Brien McMahon's 1950 resolution for a five- 
year, $50-bl)lion Marshal Plan in exchange for disarma- 
ment and guarantees of peace; conclusion of the Austrian 
peace treaty; conclusion of a Korean peace treat;'; uni- 
fication of Germany; an end to the cold war. 


In short, it was proposed that now might be the time 


to throw the book at a new Russia, freed of Stalinism. 


The idea was passed along through channels to those 


in charge of the so-called psychological warfare activities 
in government. The answser came back that it was an 
interesting idea. But it would not be adopted. Not just 
yet, anyway. 


At the end of the day on which the Stalin news broke, 


a policy guidance me,mo was issued to the IIA—the State 
Department's International Information Administration. 
It Mid that th* writers for th* Vole* of America and 


other media were to play the news straight and not to 
speculate.

1 "Good evening. This is the Voice of America. With 


the announcement that Stalin lies near death, the upper 
crust of the Stalinist regime in toe satellite countries is 
on tenterhooks.

For them 
the great struggle for power begins in the heart of the 
Kremlin. Th* jackals must lose—and the people must 
win."

Voice of America saying goodby. Play the cards cau- 
tiously now. Remember you are not alone. Remember 
that together w* hold th* winning hand."

youngsters of this age to be de- 
strucitve, but of course this should 
not be allowed to get out of hand. 
Children, like grownups, try to 
get their own way, and they take 
almost any method which seem* 
to be successful. Evidently this 
little boy has found going into * 
tantrum a good way. 


What is needed is a firm, con- 


sistent policy so that the little boy 
will learn that destructive activity 
and tantrums do not pay. 


Just what method to use should 


be carefully thought out in advance 
and probably the family physician 
or someone else who is qualified 
outside of the immediate family 
could help in devising methods 
which should be followed both at 
home and at school. 


I get many letters from parents 


who are distraught because their 
children have the nail-biting habit. 
They ask if there is a way to stop 
this. 


It is a common childhood habit 


seen most often in children who 
are tense and emotional. It does 
not cause any harm to the health 
and most-children stop when they 
start meeting others at a social 
level. 


Threats of punishment are out 


of place, but sometimes offering 
of a reward, if the habit is dis- 
continued for six months or more, 
is helpful. It is best to be kindly 
and helpful about the habit and not 
give it an exaggerated amount of 
attention. 


Another mother asks if thyroid 


pills would have any harmful ejt-' 
fects on a young baby, and for 
what are they usually given. 


Thyroid pills would not have 


any harmful effects unless more 
were given than the infant needed. 
They would usually be given to an 
infant for a condition called cretin- 
ism, which is absence of function- 
ing of the thyroid gland. This is 
rare. 


Mrs. S. wants to know what to 


do about her three-and-a-half-year- 
old daughter who is having consti- 
pation difficulties. 


REGULATE BY DIET 


If at all possible this should be 


regulated by diet rather than by 
medicine. Once in a long while 
there is a structural difficulty of 
the bowel which is responsible for 
constipation in a youngster, and 
this should be diagnosed as early 
as possible. To avoid sowing the 
seeds for future difficulty, this 
problem should be taken up with 
the family physician or the child's 
pediatrician. 


Mrs. C. A. M. is pregnant and 


tells me that she dislikes milk and 
wonders if her baby will have 
sound bones and healthy teeth in 
spite of this. 


The calcium and other ingredi- 


ents of milk which are so impor- 
tant during pregnancy can probab- 
ly be supplied in other forms, but 
the doctor who is looking after her 
during pregnancy should 
bo 


promptly informed of the fact that 
she dislikes and is not taking milk.

If Your Range Could Talk 


If your automatic kitchen range 


could only talk, it would tell you 
lots of things. Two things I think 
it would shout more than and other 
might easily be "No peeking al- 
lowed" and another "Keep Me 
Level." 


How many women waste time, 


energy and oodles of heat peeking 
to see if it's done? Let thermo- 
stats do the job they were de- 
signed to do. Work the "tool" and 
not yourself. Thermostats are pre- 
cision pieces of equipment that 
cost up to $50 extra—so let it work 
for you. Place pans correctly— 
use right type of pans in first 
place—nothing will burn—time it, 
come back and take it out. Min- 
ute minders might be used to call 
you back on time. In the mean- 
time the little lady's mind should 
be free to go away and dust or 
even sew while that precious cake 
is baking. So remember —"No 
Peeping Allowed." 


A range has to be installed and 


kept level so it may work prop- 
erly. 
Precision 
equipment as 


thermostats, automatic clocks 
need to be level in order to oper- 
ate correctly. If your range, re- 
frigerator, or freezer isn't level, 
you can expect troubles and diffi- 
culties of many types. 


Washing Machines 


At a recent Home Equipment 


workshop conducted for home ad- 
visers, Miss Ruth Beard of Ohio 
State university wondered why 
more women didn't use their con- 
ventional washing machines in an 
automatic type way. This was the 


method she discussed with us: 


1. USP warm water of about 140 


degrees—fill washer 
up 
to 1-2 


inches from water line. 


2. Use a 
synthetic detergent 


when using this method; preferable 
to use of the non-sudsing type. 


3. Wash clothes for their period 


5-7 minutes. 


4. Turn the agitator off and let 


water out. 


5. Close the valve or turn the 


pump off; put in clear water that 
is slightly warm. 


6. Agitate for 5 minutes; turn 


agitator off and leave water in the 
machine so it can buoy up the 
clothes. 


7. Wring clothes out. This rinse 


water might be used for washing 
if it is made warm enough. 


This method, of course, uses lots 


of water but not much more than 
any other automatic washer. This 
method can ?^va the back a great 
deal and also saves putting clothes 
through the wringer three or more 
times. 


Be cure to use a clothes basket 


that has been put up on wheels 
and is high enough to avoid unnec- 
essary bending. 


Miss Beard showed us samples 


of wash water used after one batch 
of clothes, after two batches of 
clothes, and after three batches 
of clothes. Don't we women fool 
ourselves when we think we've 
cleaned many pieces of clothes by 
washing in the same tub of water? 


Why don't you keep samples of 


wash water sometimes? I'm sure 
you'll convince yourself. 


Basic Quick Mix and Its Uses 
Homemakers can save lots of 


money and time by making up 
their own basic Quick Mix. The 
Dry Milk Institute suggests this: 
Use 8 c. sifted all-purpose 
flour 


(level accurate measurements); 1 
c. non-fat dry milk solids;; 2 t. 
salt; 4 T. plus 1 t of making pow- 
der (use only double acting); and 
1*4 c. shortening. 


Sift 
dry ingredients together 


three times. Cut in shortening un- 
til it is evenly distributed. It 
should resemble coarse cornmeal. 
Store in a closed container. Do 
not sift again—just measure out as 
is. 


For biscuits use two cups of this 


Basic Mix and Vt cup water. Com- 
bine water until dough follows fork 
around the bowl. Turn out on a 
lightly floured board. Knead gent- 
ly about 5 times. Roll or pat about 
'i inch thick. Cut in shape and 
bake at 450jlegrees for 10 minutes. 


For pancakes, use two cups of 


the mix, 3,i cup melted butter, 2 
eggs and 1 cup water. Blend to- 
gether in order and drop batter 
onto hot griddle. 


For Yellow Cake, use 3 cups of 


mix, 1 cup sugar, % cup water or 
milk (for more nutrition), 2 eggs 
and 1 t. vanilla. Blend the mix 
and sugar. Beat water and eggs 
together. 
Add vanilla to dry in- 


gredients. Beat about 2 minutes 
or until well mixed. Pour batter 
into 2 greased 8-inch layer pans. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 20-25 min- 
utes. 


For Quick Coffee Cake, use 2 


cups mix, 3 T. sugar, 1 egg, % 
cup water, \'« cup raisins. Topping 
for cake is l& cup brown sugar, 
and 2 t. cinnamon. 


Mix together the basic mix and 


sugar. Add egg, water and raisins; 
blend until well moistened but not 
smooth. Spread batter in greased 
9-inch cake pan. Sprinkle with 
topping (or any 
other desired 


type). Bake at 400 degrees for 20 
minutes or until a wooden pick 
thrust comes out clean.

The communique contained no 


iron-clad treaty and there was no 
formal pact but the British gov- 
ernment clearly expressed itself 
with the words: 


"The two governments declare 


their common interest in resist- 
ance to aggression and in the 
preservation of national independ 
ence. 


"They undertook to work closely 


together and with other freedom 
loving nations to defend peace. 
They were in full agreement that 
in the event of aggression in Eur- 
ope the resulting conflict could 
hardly remain local in character."
